FORCED BY IMPORTUNITY 
OF WESTERN MEMBERS 


SPEECHES BY PRESIDENT, 
SPENCER AND LOVE 


The main speeches of the con¬ 
vention were delivered by Mr. 
Spencer, M.P., President H. W. 
Wood and J. R. Love M.L.A. 
for Wainwright. Mr. Spencer re¬ 
viewed at length and in detail the 
national debt, methods of borrow¬ 
ing on the national credit, the 
Grain Act and rural credits. 

With Regard to finance, Mr. 


In speaking of the Rural Credit 
bill, Mr. Spencer pointed out that 
the Government had dilly-dallied 
al the year in the endeavioir not 
to introduce /rural credit legisla¬ 
tion ,but being forced by the im¬ 
portunity of the Western mem¬ 
bers, the Government brought 
down a ridicuously inadequate 
provision at a time in the last day 
of tfhe session wfhen its passage 
was hopeless 

President H. W. Wood holds 
as no man ever held the confid¬ 
ence of the Alberta Farmiers. This 
tolas evident by the reception ac¬ 
corded him, and by th e eagerness 
witfhi Which the whole do/nvention 
hung upon his words. President 
Wood :s a real leader. He knows 
what to say: he says it at the 
right time, and says it in the 
right way. He never dodges a 
truth because in doing so he 
might temporarily avoid a hard¬ 
ship. On this occasion, as on all 
others, he faced the issues with 
refreshing frankness. His counsel

SASKATCHEWAN 

CROP REPORT 

August 4tih 1925 

The wheat prospects indicate 
a yield slightly bette(r than the 
average, taking the province as a 
wjhiole, according to telegraphic 
reports received b(y the Statistics 
Branch of the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture . 

The wheat in the Central and 
northern districts *wtith thi e ex¬ 
ception of the extreme north¬ 
western part is more uniformly 
good than in the southern dist¬ 
ricts, wh e re the wheat on the 
heavy land is a very promising 
crop, but top the light land, and in 
some districts in the south west, 
the crops have su'flferred from the 
heat and drought, and tlhe yields 
will be Jight. 

Coarse grains are only fair, and 
rain is needed all ovea*' the prov¬ 
ince, except in a very few dist¬ 
ricts, to bring them all along; in 
fact there are fe'w» districts where | 
^rain would not benefit all crops. 

The w eather during the past 
two weeks has been dry and hot 
witjhi some cool nights. Frost 
has been reported in a few places 
in the eastern half of the prov¬ 
ince, hut so far as is known field 
crops have escaped injury. The 
danger of the heat ripening the 
grain too quickly without proper¬ 
ly filling is causing some anxiety 
in a few districts. 

Crops have suffered very 1 little 
damage from any source, except

t ual wisdom, and his faith in the 
; ultimate outcome of the U.F.A. 
; His address was a real source of 
inspiration to fhSs hearers. 

President Wood (reviewed with 
| astonishing keenness of observa- 
I tilojn the history of the U.F.A., es¬ 
pecially during the past;|tPifteen 
years. He carefully attempted 
an estimate of accomplishments 
that had grown out of the educa¬ 
tional and preparatory Work of 
that period. He contrasted pres¬ 
ent achievements with the inar¬ 
ticulate helplessness of farmers a 
century back, and expressed con¬ 
fidently the view that fifteen 
years from now the position of 
the farmers will be as (much im¬ 
proved over the present a si the 
present is -over tlhfe conditions of 
fifteen years ago. 

In referring to the venture of 
the movement into politics the 
President, spoke with a to-lich' of 
justifiable pride of the experi¬ 
ment in democratic political ac¬ 
tion. He inferred that the political 
method put into operation by the 
U.F.A is of the nature of a dis¬ 
covery tike possibilities of which 
Tftie future alone will reveal.

Moving bees consists not only 
in transporting them to the new 
location, b(ut in making them stay 
there. 

A s bes range two toi three miles 
from) the hive in search of nectar, 
they will, if the new location is 
within this area, likely return to 
the old home; if, however, it is 
ontside they will remain where 
placed. 

The best time to move bees is 
in the spring or 'fall when the 
weather is pooler and the homing 
instinct weaker than in the sum¬ 
mer. 

To move in summer time to a 
point inside the range of flight, 
first move the bees to a point out¬ 
side of it, or dotwtn cellar for a 
week, then to the ultimate loca¬ 
tion. 

If the move is a short tone use a 
wheel barrow and bump the bees 
well, place an object to attract
